Washington, June 1.—Thomas Ri- 
ley Marshall, vice president of the 
United States for eight momentous 
years of its history, has followed hia 
chief, Woodrow Wilson, into death. 

Recurrence of a heart attack, which 
sent him to his bed last Monday %tm- 
mediately after a trip from Indiana, 
brought on the end unexpectedly “to- 
day, after reports had come from the 
sick room throughout the week that. 
despite his 71 years, he steadily was 
recovering from nervous exhaustion 
aryl a cold. 

Death came to him quietly in his 
room on the fourth floor of the new 
Willard hotel, where he lived during 
his two terms as vice president. 
Propped up in bed with pillows, after 
eating his breakfast with an enjoy- 
ment that strengthened the imprés- 
sion of those about him that he was 
regaining bis health, he was smoking 
a cigar and reading a favorite passage 
of the Bible. 


Dies Reading His Bible. 


Suddenly, but without haste, while 
Mrs. Marshall was in an adjoining 
room, he laid the Bible face down- 
ward, open where the fourth chapter 
of the Gospel of St. Mark ends and 
the fifth begins. His cigar dropped, 
and he fell gently back. without 
speaking and apparently’ without 
pain, The nurse, who had. heen at 
his side, quickly summoned aid. But 
he was dead. 

Brief services, attended by the na- 
tion's highest officials, will be held 
late tomorrow in the hotel, and then 
the body will be placed aboard a 
train for Indianapolis, where the fu- 
neral party expects to arrive at noon 
Wednesday. The funeral will be held 
in his home there, at 10 a. m. 
Thursday, under the 
Scottish Rite Masons, among whom 
he held high degree. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles Wood, of the 
Church of the Covenant, which the 
Mershalls attended during their resi- 
dence here, will conduct the service 
tomorrow.

All state institu- 
lions have been visited by subcom- 
mittees, specially appointed and as- 
signed, and all their reports have 
been consolidated and analyzed pre- 
paratory to the adopting of the final 
complete report, scheduled for today. 

The budget committee, created by 
act of the legislature to draw up a 
budget for all expeditures of state 
funds during the next two years, 
will meet in the governor's office on 
Friday. This committee is composed 
of the governor, who is ex-officio 


chairman, the comptroller-general, at- 
torney-general, chairmen of the fi- 
nance and ways, snd means commit- 
tees of the senate, and chairmen of 
the appropriations and wars. and 
means committeee of the house. 

New temperature determinations on 
the corona of the sun, hased on ob- 
servations made during the reent to- 
tal eclipse, indicate that it is only 
about one-half as hot as had heen in- 
dicated by earlier work.’ The new 
calculations were made by Dr. W.. W. 
Coblenz, of the United States bureau 
of standards. According to Dr. Co- 
bletz, the coronal temperature is about 
3,000 degrees absolute, or approxi- 
mately 5,000 degrees’ Fahrenheit. The 
earlier figures, computed in 1908, 
placed it at 6,000 degrees absolute, or 
10,000 degrees Fahrenheit. The co- 
rona, or pearly halo seen about the 
sun during the brief period of totality, 
is made up partly cf either very fine- 
ly-divided solid particles or droplets 
of liquid elements. What these ele- 
ments are there is no way of determ- 
ining, for only clowing gases give light 
that may be analyzed with the spec- 
troscope. At the temperatures that 
prevail in and near the sun, however, 


‘it is safe to conjecture that only the 


heavier elements weuld escape redue- 
tion. to a gaseous state, and so he 
found as solid particles or liquid 
drops.

RELEASE OF GOUMA 
DENIED BY JUDGE 
IN UNIQUE CASE

In the first case of its kind ever 
tried in-the United States district 
court here, Judge Samuel Sibley Mon- 
day denied a petition for a habeas 
corpus for the release of Dick Gouma, 
a federal prisoner serving a ten-year 
sentence following his conviction by a 
consular court at Constantinople on 
a charge of street rioting, 

Gouma’s attorney, David Meyer- 
hardt, contended that the consular 
court which convicted his client was 
without jurisdiction in the case. Gou- 
ma is an American citizen, being a 
residént of New Jersey. He was serv- 
ing in the American merchant marine 
when the riot occurred in the Turkish 
city, A British soldier was killed in 
the fight. 

Judge Sibley ruled that the of- 
ficial of the United States eonsular of- 
fice at Constantinonle knew ther ules 
of their office and said the presump- 
tion was that thev had followed these 
rules, in the absence of any evidenct 
to the contrary. He ruled that no 
such evidence was nresented to him 
and remanded the prisoner to the fed- 
eral prison to comnlete his ten-year 
sentence.

His attorney .contended that 
the consular court was acting under 
a treaty between the United States 
and the Turkish government and said. 
at the time Gouma was tried that 
treaty was not in effect hecause the 
allied forces. occupied the city of 
Constantinonle.

Unfairness Pointed Out. 

That is one aspect of it. The 
other aspect, which makes the poli- 
tics of the situation complex, was al- 
luded to by Mr. @Coolidge when he 
said : “Whenever by that plan we 
take something from one group of 
states and give if to another group 
there is grave danger that we do an 
economic injustice : on one side and a 
political injury on the other. We 
impose unfairly on the strength of 
the strong, and we _ encourage the 
weak to indulge their weakness.” 

The states which pay large income 
taxes, of course, pay the bulk of: these 
subsidies. For senators and congress- 
men from states like New York, 
Pennsylvania and the New England 
states to vote in favor of these sub- 
sidies is an almost humorous perver- 
sion of self interest. When New York, 
for example, gets an appropriation 
from Washington to help build its 
roads. “fhe people of the tsate think 
they have received a gift. The truth 
is, they are penalizing themselves gro- 
tesquely when they let the federal 
government help them build roads. 
New York pars something like four 
times as much fom tts roads as it 
could build them for itself if there 
ywere no system of federal subsidies. 

Some Get More Than Paid 

Senater Copeland, in the debate 
last winter, said that out of, each dol- 
lar New York contributes to the fed- 
eral government, it gets back in the 
shape of these and other. subsidies, 
enly a few cents. On the other hand, 
states like Nevada and New Mexico, 
where much of the road building is 
dene, get back from the federal gov- 
ernment all, or even more than al) 
the money they pay in income taxes. 
Nevada gets back $1.16 for every dol- 
Isr it pays. New Mexico gets back 
98 cents out of every dollar. 

In the senate it will be hard for 
Coolidge to win. The geographical 
distribution of that body is such that 
the aggregate of appetites for money 
from Washington {s greater than a 
aggregate of devotion to either t 
principle of state rights or the pri 
ciple of economy. In the geographical 
distribution of the house, however, the 
members whose districts are penaliz- 
ed by this system outnumber those 


whose districts are subsidized.

Robbed thus of food, fuel, crops 
and cattle, most of the affected sec- 
tions are in an alarmingly pitiable 
condition. 

Lowlands Are Submerged. 

Lowland districts are submerged 
and potato and oat crops are not yet 
sown in many other districts where 
farm work is generally at a stand- 
still.. The fuel shortage is acute, as 
the peat which was cut last year for 
subsequent use is still lying sodden 
in the boglands. 

Throughout the month of Mar, the 
rains have continued and farmers de- 
clare that unless there is an early 
improvement they haven’t any idea 
what will happen to. them.’ 

The free state government is do- 
ing its utmost to help, and has ap- 
peoeeere large sums to alleviate the 

urdens of local taxation in the agri- 
cultural districts. It is also encour- 
aging the formation of agricultural 
societies by offering te double any 
local contributions to the funds of 
such organizations.

Is very fine linen manufactured 
in the United States? 

The linen mills of the United 
States do not manufacture fine linens, 
their activities being confined to mak- 
ing linen thread, coarse linen, crash, 
ete. The.chief difficulty which _be- 
sets the linen mills in the United 
States is the necessity of competing 
with foreign countries. Since foreign

to certain diseases than other in- 
dividuals and that a given individual 
is more susceptible at one time than 
he is at another, as, for instance, 
‘when his general health has been im- 
paired by bad hygiene. The _ at- 
tribute or characteristic on which 
this variable degree of susceptibility 
or immunity depends is usually called 
resistance, and while students of 
pathology, and physicians give the 
question of resistance much  con- 
sideration in. dealing with all of the 
infectious or germ diseases, the laity 
bears little about resistance except 


in reference to those infectious or 
germ diseases which even the. oll 
fogy health officers and the old .fash- 
ioned. doctors now admit are what 
they reclly mean when they speak 
of “common colds. No longer does 
any one with a rudimentary knowl- 
edge of science argue that exposure 
to cold or wet alone can produce any 
of the diseases which masquerade as 
“common cold,” but the old fogies 
are desperately defending their, last 
funkhole, iterating ‘and reiterating 
that in some cases at any rate such 
cxposure serves to “lower resistance” 
‘and so enables the infection to oc-

cur. 

This theory of “lowered resistance” 
rests upon exceedingly poor ground, 
we find when we comé to examine 
the foundations. It is a curious cir- 
cumstance that the respiratory in- 
fection resistance to which we can 
scientifically determine and measure, 
by means of the Schick test, is never 
attributed to exposure to cold or 
wet—any more. The best scientific 
evidence supporters of ,the 
that cold or wet can ‘lower resist- 
ance,” cite, when challeneged, is 
Pastenr’s ciassical experiments with 
anthrax. Briefly, Pasteur conceived 
the ddea that the temperature of 
fowls, which is several degrees hich- 
er than that of mamals, = migiit 
be unfavorable to the development 
en antrax bacilli. Fowls are im- 
mune to anthrax,-which is exceed- 
ingly fatal to’ sheep. Accordingly 
Pasteur immersed a hen in a cold 
Lathin order to lower the ben's tem- 
nerature, then inoculated the hen 
with a culture of antrax germs, «The 
lien died next day of anthrax—her 
blood and organs were full of the 
germs. ‘This experiment Was . re- 
peated many times, always with the 
same result. Then Pasteur inocu- 
lated other hens with the germs but 
without subjecting the hens to the 
cold bath: one of these hens de- 
veloped the disease. Critics asserted 
that the cold bath, not the germs, had 
killed the hens, so Pasteur sub- 
jected some more hens to the: xold 
bath without inoculating \them, and 
these hens were mean enough to re- 
main perfectly well. Finally, Pas- 
teur clinched his case beyond possi- 
bility of doubt by inoculating a hen 
and then keeping the hen in the cold 
bath until she developed symptoms 
of anthrax, whereupon she was taken 
out of the cold bath, dried, drapped 
with cotton wool and kept in a box 
or- coop which was kept heated to 
about 95 degrees Fahrenheit, und the 
hen soon’ made a complete recovery. 

These ate classical studies which 
led to the great bacteriologist’s dis- 
covery of the means of preventing 
anthrax and indirectly to other dis- 
coveries of vast benefit to the hu- 
man race. But Pasteur himself did 
not think or suggest that the 
anthrax experiments had any weight 
as evidence that exposure lowers re- 
sistance to respiratory diseases in 
man. There is no reasonable parallel 
in the reduction of the fowl’s tem- 
perature by such unnatural means. 
and “the ordinary exposure to cold 
and wet which we all undergo more 
cr less every day when it is cold or 
wet.

A Great River. 
See the rivers, how they run, 
Changeless to the changeless sea. 
~—Charles Kingsley. 

One or two thousand years after 
man began to settle the Tigris Euph- 
rates valley a people in Africa fol- 
lowed the course of the early Su- 
merians and also settled along a great 
river, the Nile. From byond the 
equator the western branch of the 
river, the White Nile, gathers its 
waters from tropical takes and ice 
filled mountain gorges, 

A smaller branch, the Blue Nil, 
arises on the slopes of a» mountain 
range called Same, in Abysinnia. 
two rivers pursue théir individual 
courses until they reach Kharton 
where their union forms the famous 
Nile. From Kharton on through sev- 
eral degrees of latitude ranges of hills 
lie almost at right angles to the river 
and numerots cataracts are formed 
as the Nile cuts its way through these 
barriers. 

Below the last cataract of the river, 
which is at Seyene, the Nile widens 
into a watery expanse a thousand 
yards wide and sluggishly pursues its 
course which is lined on both sides 
by chains of hills. Seven hundred and 
fifty miles north of Seyene the Nile 
completés its journey and empties into 
the Mediterranean Sea. However, | 
about seventy-five miles from the 
Mediterranean the river splits into 
two streams, one branch flowing 
northwesterly and the other flowing 
northeasterly. A triangle is formed 
bet ween the two branches, and this 
is the famous delta of the Nile and 
is known as lower Egypt. 

Egypt is further divided into mid- 
dle Egypt and upper Egypt.

Pigué Backed 
In Giving 


Memphis, Tenn.,. June 1—(By the 
Associated Press.)—John D. Martin, 
president of the Southern association, 
after a hearing today issued a ruling 
upholding the action of Munce 
Pigue, umpire-in-chief in yesterday-s 
game here between the Atlanta and 
Memphis clubs, in declaring the game 
forfeited to Atlanta when spectators 
staged a “bottle shower” demonstra- 
tion in the seventh inning, 

The bottle tossing from the stands 
followed the action of the umpire in 
ejecting two Memphis players—Guy 
Morton, pitcher and Walter Barbare, 
infielder—from the park. According to 
reports made to the league executive, 
several of the bottles struck Pigue 
before he ordered the game forfeited. 

“In an official report to me as 
league president, mpires Guthrie anid 
Pfenninger, who officiated with Um- 
pire Pigue, sustained his action in 
forfeiting the game,” Mr. Martin said 
in bis ruling. “The action taken is 
therefore the unanimous judgment of 
the three umpires. Under the circum: 
stances it is my duty to uphold the 
forfeiture.” 

Four Fines Imposed. 

Fines also were imposed on four 
Memphis players. Morton was fined 
$20, Barbare $10, George Rhinehart 
$25 and Johnny Jenkins $15. Mor- 
ton and Rarhare were fined for con- 
duct during the game and Rhinehardt 
and Jenkins for actions after the 
forfeiture was declared.

ALMOST WENT BACK TO FARM

The amazing performances of Dazzy Vance, the righthander of the 
Brooklyn club of the National league, whose work has brought him into 
comparison with the greatest pitchers baseball ever has produced, recalls 
to mind the huinble “start he made in the national pastime. 


Dazzy Vance, the wonder man of 
present-day baseball, almost went back 
to farming once. He thonght he never 
would learn control; which is the 


only thing absolutely required to make 
a good pitcher of a thrower. 

Vance came from the Nebraska 
State league, a little struggling or- 
ganization which has had more col- 
lapses perhaps that any other league 
in organized baseball. It is and was 
a good league. It has turned out 
many, many ball players of repute. 

League Flopped in 1912. 

Back in the summer of 1912 the 
Nebraska State league flopped. Bill 
Rourke, then the owner and manager 
of the Omaha club of thé Western 
league: Frank Isbell, owner and man- 
ager of‘ the Wichita club, and Jack 
Holland, owner and manager of the 
St. Joseph club, heard of the collapse 
and acted. They are all astute base- 
ball men. ‘They know ball players. 
They knew good baseball players were 
playing in the Nebraska State league 
and they went.after them. ‘To the 
lot of Holland fell three ball players 
and one of them was Dazzy Vance. 
The others are forgotten. : 

IT: recall well the first ball Dazzy 
pitched in the Western league. His 
fast ball was almost unbelievable, but 
his control was. He didn’t have it 
with him. Nevertheless, this youth 
led the Western leacue pitchers that 
year in everything except the pennant 
race, and he almost gave that to St. 


pitchers. There were other good ones, 
but the outstanding one was the 
hlonde Nebraskan. He still was lack- 
ing im the things Which go to make 
a pitcher a major leaguer, but every 
inch of him showed the class thar 
eventually told. That fall he was 
sold to Pittsburg. Chick Fraser, the 
veteran scout for the Pirates, and 
Fred Clarke, who then was the man- 
ager of the Pirates, both went to 
St. Joseph and had a_ look at the 
voungster., Neither of them was more 
than half. impressed by what they 
saw, hut they advised his - purchase 
and up he went. He didn’t last. He 
developed. a sore arm and had lots 
of trouble getting rid of it, He was 
turned back to the Pacific Ceast 
league and became a star there, Later 
he wag sold to Brooklyn. 

The records show clearly what he 
has done with a fast*hall and good 
control. He is the best piteher in 
the National leagye.

; Origin of Nickname, 

Records do not show how Vance 
gained the nickname of “Dazzy.” His 
name doesn’t even approach it. He 
was christened Arthur, but very few 
persons know it. I asked him once 
where the singular name came from 
and this is what he said: 

“In the Nebraska” State league I 
used to think I was a hitter, Il used 
to take my turn fn training ‘and be- 
fore the ball game. I could hit ’em.

CHAPTER Ii, 
Burdens of a Crown.

DULL MARKET 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, June 1.—The cotton 
market today was dull, about the only 
trading being evening up transactions 
in advance of. the government re- 
port tomorrow.

IN WHEAT MARKET 


Chicago; June 1.—(By the Associ-' 


ated Press.)—-Wheat values under- 


went a lively tumble in the late 
trading today notwithstanding au 
earlier advance, Good rains over the 
northwest, together with ghowers else- 
where, to the selling which 
brought<-ebout the upset. Closing 
quotations on wheat were unsettled, 
2e to 27-Se net lower, July 1.603-4 
to 1607-8 and September 1.57 1-2 to 
1.57 3-4. Corn finished at 2 1-4 tv 
2 7-8c down, oats 1-8 to 1 1-4c off, 
and provisions 15 to 50c up. 

At first the wheat market was ruled 
chiefly by adverse crop reports, es- 
pecially from Illinois and Indiana. 
Besides, a leading authority issued 
an estimate that the total, yield of 
wheat in the United States this sea- 
son would be 200,000,000 bushels les* 
than was harvested last year and 35. 
000,000: bushels less than the gov- 
ernment’s May 1 figures. Buying 
support for the market gave out, 
however, when reports of relief from 
drought began to come in. A de- 
crease of 2,005,000 bushels in the doa- 
mestic visible supply total failed ts 
have any apparent effect toward stop- 
ping the downward swing of prices. 

Conspicuous in the late selling of 
wheat was a house supposed to be 
acting for a prominent speculator. 
This selling soon made the fact evt- 
dent that for at least the time beins 
the market had absorbN] about all 
the wheat possible unless prices gave 
way. Firms with eastern connections 
did considerable buying when the de 
clines got well started, but only did 
so in acceptance of current offers. 

Corn and oats eased down as a res 
sult of sympathy with the decline in 
wheat. Most commission houses were 
buyers early but afterward were in- 
clined to sell.

Accompanying the price weaknesses 
in commodities which have developed 
this year has come a slight decline 
in the cost of living, as shown in the 
chart above from indices compiled by 
the national conference board. After 
rising steadily from the middle of 
last year until January of this year, 
living costs have since declined about 
1.4 per cent and are now, at latest 
report, 4.8 per cent above prewar 
levels but are 19.4 per cent below 
the post-war peak point reached in 
July, 1920. As compared with a 
year ago, present living costs show an 
advanee of nearly 2 per cent. The 
month of April saw no decline in 
food costs and no further drop in 
the line representing rent charges, 
which has been drooping gently down- 
ward since the middle of 1924, April 
did, however, see a decline in cloth- 
ing and fuel charges. 

The month of May witnessed 4 
cessation of the down trend in prices 
and a slight upward movement, ac- 
cording- to available indices, began. 
Thus, it is more than likely that May 
saw but little change in living costs. 
If prices should continue to move up- 
ward, they would, of course, be fol- 
lowed by larger living. costs. 

Any change in trend will be largely 
affected by the nature of commodity 
price changes. Food prices, as the 
larg@t single item of expenditure 


in the ‘average family budget, are the 
most important from a_ living cost 
viewpoint. Rents are next in impor- 
tance, clothing is third with-fuel and 
light following. 

The month of April saw but little 
change in the sum total of retail 
food values, necording to the United 
States department. of labor. The 
price of butter, pctatoes, flour, sugar, 
pork chops, eggs, lamb and a few 
other items declined, but these de- 
clines were offset by advances in the 
prices of stich items as oranges, ba- 
con, ham, steaks, roasts and rice. As 
compared with a year ago, retail 
food prices are today 7 per cent 
higher.
